Drake, who runs Anto¬ 
nio's Cafe near the King’s 
Statue in Weymouth, said 
he was concerned the 
works could effect the 
town’s economy. 

He said: “The work has 
obviously got to be done, 
but six months is a very 
long time for such dis¬ 
ruption. Businesses are 
already suffering with the 
bus strikes. We’re losing 
trade in Weymouth be¬ 
cause people are being 
put off coming into the 
town and traffic disrup¬ 
tion like this this just 
adds to the problems. 

“I know working at 
night may not be an op¬ 
tion because it would dis¬ 
turb residents, but I hope 
that the work can be fin¬ 
ished as quickly as possi¬ 
ble and that they make 
sure there is clear sign¬ 
posting while it’s taking 
place.” 

Wessex Water Design 
Engineer Alan Marler 
said that the work will be 


carried out in sections 
and an innovative dig 
technique will be used to 
help complete the work 
as quickly as possible. 

He said: “We apologise 
for any traffic disruption 
the work may cause and 
thank motorists and resi¬ 
dents for their patience 
and co-operation while 
this work is complete.” 

The work will start on 
12th September and is 
expected to last for ap¬ 
proximately 24 weeks.

Call-outs for lifeboat 


WEYMOUTH lifeboat 
has responded to a num¬ 
ber of call-outs in the last 
few days. 

The Weymouth all- 
weather lifeboat was 
launched at 5.30pm on 
Tuesday, August 23rd to 
the assistance of a 40' 
yacht, which had suffered 
an engine fire seven miles 
to the South West of Port¬ 
land Bill. 

The crew managed to 
extinguish the fire but 
with the engine unusable 
and an adverse tide and 
wind, help was needed to 
round the Bill. 

Once on the scene, the 
lifeboat crew quickly es¬ 
tablished that the crew of 
the yacht were ok and 
only required a tow back 
to port. 

The Weymouth inshore 
and all-weather lifeboats 
were launched at 4.10pm 
by Southern Coastguard 
on Saturday, August 27th 
to reports of a vessel on 
the rocks close to Kim- 
meridge Bay. 

The inshore lifeboat lo¬ 
cated the 8.5m RIB on 
the rocks. It was found 


that the RIB had severely 
damaged its props after 
hitting rocks just below 
the surface at Broadbench 
Ledge, just to the West of 
Kimmeridge Bay. 

The three persons on 
board were uninjured. 
The RIB was pulled clear 
of the rocks and taken a 
short distance off shore to 
the waiting All-weather 
lifeboat. 

The Weymouth Inshore 
lifeboat was also 
launched at 3.30pm on 
Sunday, August 28th to 
carry out a medical evac¬ 
uation at Lulworth Cove. 

Seven people, including 
two adults, two children 
and a baby were taken 
ashore from a yacht at 
Lulworth Cove due to sea 
sickness. 

Meanwhile Weymouth 
All-weather lifeboat was 
launched at 4.15pm to a 
50' sail training yacht 
with 12 persons on board 
which had suffered en¬ 
gine failure just outside of 
Weymouth Harbour. 

The crew towed the 
vessel to Portland Ma-

Residents to have their say on the 
future of Dorset's local government 


A MAJOR public consultation on the future shape 
of local government in Dorset has been launched. 

Residents, along with businesses and other stake¬ 
holders, will be asked to give their views on a range 
of options proposed by all nine Dorset councils - 
Dorset County Council, West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, East Dorset District Council, North Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, Purbeck Borough Council, Poole 
Borough Council, Bournemouth Borough Council, 
Christchurch Borough Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council - to address the unprece¬ 
dented financial pressure on local services across 
the county. 

The eight-week public consultation, called Re¬ 
shaping Your Councils, will run until October 25th 
and is being run independently by research com¬ 
pany Opinion Research Services. 

Questionnaires will be sent to 20,000 households 
across Dorset but it is also available online as well 
as in libraries. 

Residents will also be able to talk to staff and 
councillors about the consultation at a series of more 
than 40 public roadshows, which will be held at lo¬ 
cations across Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole. 

The options for consultation are retaining all nine 
councils or creating two new unitary councils for 
Dorset. 

There are three options for creating two unitary 
authorities. The first is to combine Bournemouth, 
Poole, Christchurch and East Dorset together, while 
North Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset and Weymouth 
and Portland would be another authority. 

The second would include combining Bourne¬ 
mouth, Poole and Christchurch to make one author¬ 
ity and East Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, West 
Dorset and Weymouth and Portland to make an¬ 
other. 

The last option is to have Bournemouth and Poole 
as one authority and combine Christchurch, East 
Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset and 
Weymouth and Portland to create another. 

Dorset’s councils receive £142million less per 
year in government funding today than they did in 
2010/11 and must have reduced costs by £200mil- 
lion per year by 2019/20. 

An independent financial assessment by Local 
Partnerships estimates that, even with these budget 
reductions by 2019/20, the nine councils must re¬ 
duce costs by a further £30.4million by 2025, mean¬ 
ing that valued public services would suffer even 
greater cuts beyond 2019/20. This is why the coun¬ 
cils are now considering change. 

Dorset councils commissioned Local Partnerships 
to look at the potential savings and costs of options 
for reorganising local government across the county. 

A two unitary council model would save a total of 


£108million over the first six years, based on finan¬ 
cial modelling conducted by Local Partnerships. 

The one off transition costs to replace the existing 
nine councils with two unitary councils would be 
around £25million. 

Cllr Anthony Alford, vice-chairman of the Dorset 
leaders’ growth board, said: “Dorset’s nine councils 
collectively spend £920million a year delivering 
services to our local residents. These councils re¬ 
ceive £142million per annum less government fund¬ 
ing today than they did in 2010/11. 

“Over the next two years, to April 2019, a further 
£52million will need to be saved to balance further 
funding cuts and service pressures. Therefore, by 
2019/20, Dorset’s councils will need to have re¬ 
duced their annual spending by almost £200million 
since 2010/11. 

“Despite all our hard work to make our councils 
more efficient and protect frontline services, the fi¬ 
nancial reality is that current structure of local gov¬ 
ernment is not sustainable. 

“A further £30.4million less will be available to 
spend per annum between 2019 and 2025 and the 
harsh reality is that many services will have to 
change drastically, or even stop altogether if savings 
cannot be made.” 

Tony Williams, chief executive of Bournemouth 
Borough Council and lead officer for the public con¬ 
sultation, said: “The Local Partnerships report is a 
significant milestone in our collective journey to re¬ 
form local government throughout Dorset. 

“It provides Dorset’s nine councils with a firm fi¬ 
nancial basis to consult with residents, businesses 
and key stakeholders on the future of local govern¬ 
ment in the county. 

“All councils are committed to an extensive public 
consultation and are keen that local people have 
their say. Every single resident in Dorset has the 
chance to have their say. 

“By contacting 20,000 directly, and making the 
questionnaire available to any Dorset resident or in¬ 
terested party, we are confident that anyone who 
would like to have a say will have an opportunity to 
do so and to influence the final recommendation.” 

Following the consultation, all nine councils will 
then decide whether to present a full business case 
for local government reform to the government 
early next year, based on the results of the consul¬ 
tation, the independent financial analysis and a de¬ 
tailed case for change. 

If agreed, new councils would begin delivering 
services from April 2019, with elections in May 
2019.

of the money raised would be used. 

Suzanne said; “Visiting the hospice was a real 
eye opener and I learnt a huge amount about how 
the charity operates. I’m so pleased we chose this 
charity. We do our best to support the communities 
we are based in, and this is a great way of giving 
something back to local charities.” 

Sue explained more about Julia’s House; “We 
look after around six to eight children at a time in 
the hospice, from babies up to 18-year-olds, and 
put on activities specially suited to their needs and 
ages.” 

“The children suffer from a whole range of con¬ 
ditions, many are very rare and some are so rare 
they are not even named. Many of the children are 
very bright, but have physical disabilities which 
hinder them doing the things they want to. Around 
70 per cent of the children who attend are in mo¬ 
torised wheelchairs and 40 per cent are tube fed.” 

Julia’s House also provide end of life care. The 
hospice is not a hospital setting, it is a home with 
medical support, and they have an area set aside 
with a bedroom, sitting room and bathroom so that 
families can be together, in a home setting, with 
the medical support they need at that toughest 
time. 

Said Sue; “Magna’s donation will buy some pre¬ 
cious care time for a seriously ill child and their 
family, which is the best gift you could possibly 
give.”

Free prostate 


cancer testing 


FREE blood tests are being offered to those at 
risk of developing prostate cancer in Dorchester. 

In the UK around 42,000 men are diagnosed 
with prostate cancer each year. Almost 11,000 
men die of this disease annually, but if caught in 
the early stages, before any symptoms develop, 
then cure rates, which have dramatically im¬ 
proved over recent years, are now over 80 per 
cent. 

A simple blood test called the "PSA test" can 
determine whether you are at risk, but this is not 
currently routinely offered to men by the NHS. 

Dorset Prostate Cancer Support Organisation, 
in conjunction with the New-Man Prostate Can¬ 
cer Support Group, will be offering free PSA Test¬ 
ing in Dorchester on Saturday, September 17th 
at The Dorford Centre from 9.40am to 1 pm. 

The testing is conducted by trained phle- 
botomists who take samples which are then sent 
to a laboratory in London for analysis.These tests 
have been carried out throughout the UK by 
support organisations including branches of 
PCaSO in Hampshire and Sussex. Rotary, Lions, 
Masons and sports centres in Bridport, Wey¬ 
mouth, Reading, Warwick, Manchester, Rugby, 
and Leamington have also promoted similar 
events. 

More than 60,000 men in the UK have been 
tested and in Dorset, to date, the figure is almost 
2,500. 

Results are obtained within a few days.

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Blacksmiths converge on county 
show for national competition final 


BLACKSMITHS from around the country will 
taking part in the final of their annual National 
Competition at Dorchester Showground this 
weekend. 

Now in its 20th year, the competition started 
back at the beginning of May with a tour of other 
major county shows, before the finale at Dorch¬ 
ester on September 3rd and 4th. 

The competition is divided into two categories 
and points are accrued at each competition by the 
winners for “live” and “static” forgework, with 
each Show Champion winning ten points and the 
reserve being awarded four. 

Dorset has a strong blacksmith tradition and the 
facilities at the Kingston Maurward Agricultural 
College are among the best in the country. 

Its principal tutor Simon Grant-Jones has won 
the national competition twice and has recently 
been awarded a bronze medal by the Worshipful 
Company of Blacksmiths, which sponsors the 
competition and has been in existence since 1299. 

Chief Executive Martin Heath said the aim of 
the competition was to encourage budding black¬ 


smiths to exhibit their work and have their skills 
recognised: “The network of county shows pro¬ 
vides the ideal opportunity to showcase some of 
the best work taking place in the country. 

“We are seeing a real change in the role of the 
blacksmith. Until fairly recently, every village 
had a blacksmith, whose role was to repair farm 
implements and make new tools but industriali¬ 
sation and mechanisation along with cheap im¬ 
ports mean that products are now being replaced 
rather than repaired. 

“We are seeing a rise in the artisan blacksmiths, 
who are using their creativity to produce bespoke 
products, such as decorative railings and cast iron 
kitchenware.” 

Richard Cuzens, Dorset County Show Secre¬ 
tary, said he was delighted the final round of the 
competition was taking place at the Dorchester 
Showground. 

“It will be great to see some of these black¬ 
smiths using a combination of traditional tech¬ 
niques such as forging and fire welding alongside 
more modem methods such as laser-cutting.”

Locals left guessing as strange 
'crime scene'appears in town

A LARGE white tent, with a 
sign on the door warning of 
the dangers of entering, left 
curious residents wondering 
what crime had been commit¬ 
ted on South Walks, Dorch¬ 
ester, this week. 

More intriguing still were the 
three tall, silent figures inside 
the tent surrounded by strange 
magnetic spheres. One of the 
figures known as Death. 

Inside the tent we discovered 
David Viller from BMT Defence 
Services and he explained 
what was going on: "We're car¬ 
rying out a 3D laser scan for 
heritage purposes. The council 
commissioned us to make the 
scan so that the statues could 
be recreated or repaired if that 
ever became necessary." 

The statues represent two 
martyrs facing Death. They 
make up Dame Elisabeth 
Frink's Dorset Martyrs' Memo¬ 
rial, which was unveiled exactly 30-years-ago. 
They commemorate the Dorset men and 
women who suffered for their Catholic and 
Protestant faiths during the religious troubles 
of the 16th and 17th centuries, many of whom 
were executed at the place where the statues 
stand, known as Gallows Hill. 

"The scanner takes a 3D scan and then we 
take another from a different position. The 
spheres are used to reference one scan to the 
next. Once we've taken around 20 scans we can 


put them all together to created a very large 
and detailed scan of the statues," continued 
David Viller. 

It's an unusual Job for the Weymouth-based 
team as they're normally involved in defence 
work, using the same equipment for surveying 
ships and submarines. 

"The county council approached us and we 
thought it would be nice to take up the project 
as we're a local company and this is for the 
benefit of the community." he added.

A ghost town overnight? 


■ MEAL deals for pensioners is the 
subject of this week’s Growing Old 
Disgracefully. 

Many pubs, restaurants and take¬ 
aways offer senior citizens cheap 
meals for a specific day, a specific 
price or both. 

The idea is that on a slack day it 
can generate welcome business, but 
it is causing a change in lifestyle, at 
least for one elderly couple sat chat¬ 
ting away with friends on a street 
bench. 

It emerged that their day had been 
particularly tailored to suit a “spe¬ 
cial offer” lunch, so a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment was set up early morning 
before Celia got her feet done mid¬ 
morning while Stanley was at the 
dentist. 

Both of them then met up for a 
cut-price lunch because the eatery 
“does a lovely fish and chips” al¬ 
though the steak pie was “tough as 
old boots”! 

All it needs now is for the medical 
professions to realise what is hap¬ 
pening and they could be offering 
multi-centre appointments for the 
elderly to get their “pins, bins and 
fins” seen to all in one go, perhaps 
with the incentive of a cut-price 
denture fixative or a free tube of 
piles ointment. You have to seize 
the main chance when you see it! 


LONG suffering motorists in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland were left shaking 
their heads in disbelief after the bor¬ 
ough council announced yet another 
potential switch in its parking policy 
to boost revenue. 

It seemed that fresh proposals could 
threaten free overnight parking and re¬ 
duced rates not to mention bringing in 
charging for places such as Southill 
and Radipole Park Drive which had 
previously been free. 

Fortunately councillors have now re¬ 
jected those increases, but the idea of 
charging in previously free car parks 
has not been scrapped but only de¬ 
ferred to a December meeting of the 
council’s management committee 
pending consultation for revised pro¬ 
posals. 

To be honest, the increases and 
bringing back night charges had to be 
rejected since the ink is barely dry on 
council protestations that not charging 
at night would provide a big boost to 
the town’s night time economy. 

What councillors have approved is 
spending £300,000 on car park main¬ 


tenance. For those of you who don’t 
know what a council car park looks 
like, it is a large hole surrounded by a 
bit of hardstanding through which 
your car is driven on its way to have 
its springs and shock absorbers re¬ 
paired! 

So what is the way forward? The 
council must strike a balance between 
charging motorists for parking yet not 
so much they drive away the very peo¬ 
ple they are trying to attract. 

What we don’t want is a return to the 
bad old days when Weymouth and 
Portland was a joke with holidaymak¬ 
ers who cited expensive parking as 
their single biggest moan about the re¬ 
sort. 

Business leaders - who have already 
warned that bringing back parking 
charges at night could see a backlash 
from the community - must be heav¬ 
ing a sigh of relief. 

Visitors and shoppers will only take 
just so much and this column has 
pointed out on more than one occasion 
that Weymouth’s new relief road does¬ 
n’t just bring people into town faster. 


It can take them away faster as well. 

The huge growth in Dorchester 
where parking is much cheaper is 
bound to be a factor in people’s choice 
of a shopping destination. 

If people feel they can use money 
saved by not parking in Weymouth to 
pay for petrol to take them further 
afield to the likes of Exeter, Taunton, 
Yeovil, Street, Poole and 
Bournemouth - where they’ll still have 
to pay for parking but the shopping 
choice is much greater - then it will be 
a consideration. 

Keeping prices as they are and re¬ 
taining free overnight parking is an en¬ 
couragement for drivers to have faith 
and stay with Weymouth for their 
shopping. 

What consultation must now do be¬ 
fore the crucial December meeting is 
come up with a financial way forward 
which will pay for maintenance and 
business charges but without driving 
parking revenue away. 

Councillors will need the wisdom of 
Solomon to sort this one out and avoid 
Weymouth becoming a ghost town. 


Joy of festivals 

IT was pitiful, absolutely pitiful and, while they 
were still young enough to misbehave, they were 
definitely old enough to have known better. 

I speak of the “never again” wreckage sprinkled 
all over Weymouth and Portland which came back 
sadder and wiser from a certain recent pop festi¬ 
val. 

For a start, these 50-somethings decided to camp 
near the site and spent several nights regretting it 
on a nasty slope which made sleep impossible 
even without all the surrounding noise of the three 
Ws, namely Wifi, wittering and passing wind.

THE RNLI is changing the way it contacts and builds 
relationships with its supporters in recognition of, and 
respect for, the important role they play in saving 
lives at sea.

From 1 January 2017, the RNLI will only contact 
individuals by post, email or phone if they have given their 
express permission. 

Leesa Harwood, RNLI Fundraising Director, says: ‘We’re 
making this change because we believe it’s the right thing 
to do. We’ve always prided ourselves on our ethical ap¬ 
proach to fundraising and we need to make sure that we 
respect our supporters’ wishes and only speak to those 
who want to hear about our lifesaving work.’ 

This is an opt-in system where people must choose to 
stay in touch. If they don’t tell the RNLI they’re happy to 
be contacted, the charity will no longer communicate 
with them after the end of 2016. 

In the short term, this change could mean the RNLI 
loses touch with over 500,000 people - and that could 
impact on its ability to fundraise. That’s why, throughout 
2016, the charity is contacting existing supporters to ask 
if they want to keep in touch. It is also exploring new ways 
to fund its lifesaving work. 

Lastyearthe RNLI’s volunteer lifeboat crews, lifeguards 


and Flood Rescue teams rescued an average of 22 
people every day. 

As a charity, the RNLI’s dedicated volunteers, and their 
lifesaving work, is funded by a community of committed 
supporters.

years. 

"We get to see quite a lot of 
the country but it's always a 
special treat to come to the 
Nothe Fort," he said. 

As well as firing cannon 
there were demonstrations 
of musket firing and bugles 
and drum, a Morris side also 
made an appearance on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Sunday also saw the arrival 
of'Queen Victoria', who in¬ 


spected the troops, and the 
Mayor and Mayoress of Wey¬ 
mouth who toured the site, 
chatting to volunteers and 
visitors. 

Traditional side shows of a 
coconut shy, roll a penny 
and the wet sponge stocks 
kept visitors of all ages 
amused, while historian and 
marine archaeologist Gor¬ 
don Le Pard was on hand to 
explain some of the myster¬ 
ies of the era - including 
how and why the marble 
came to be inside ginger 
beer bottles. 

Damian Clarke from Dorch¬ 
ester entertained on Satur¬ 
day with both the hurdy 
gurdy and the dulcimer.

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5 TIPS FOR GOOD LIGHTING 


1. LIGHTING should be at three levels in a 
room - the floor, walls and ceiling, so think 
about all three. Plan your scheme in advance - 
if you're having electrical work done, make 
sure the sockets are fitted where you want 
your table and floor lamps, for example. 

2. Lighting can be much more creative and 
useful than just an overhead light in each 
room. In bedrooms, do you want wall lights 
over the bed for reading, or will bedside lamps 
do? Don't forget wall lights in the bathroom, 
perhaps for creating a relaxing atmosphere 
when you're soaking in the tub, and on 



either side of the mirror for shaving and 
applying makeup. An illuminated mirror is 
another option. 

3. Target lighting, especially in kitchens, can 
be both practical and attractive. Consider 
fitting statement pendant lights low over 
a kitchen island unit or dining table for a 
fantastic feature and, often, a softer way to 
light the room than with spotlights. If you 
enjoy cooking, lights to illuminate the kitchen 
worktops (fitted under the wall units) may 
work well, and think about having strip lights 
along the wall units and/or kick boards for a 



dramatic effect. 

4. If you're doing major building work, such 
as an extension or loft conversion, you may be 
surprised how early you need to decide on the 
position of everything electrical and the 
number of sockets, spotlights, switches, etc. In 
both extensions and loft conversions, recessed 
spotlights are often fitted throughout and 
although they're not the cheapest, it's a good 
idea to request LED bulbs. Some electricians 
and builders fit LEDs as standard, but not 
all, and some building control inspectors insist 
that LEDs are fitted, but again not all. LEDs 
are much cheaper to run than conventional 
bulbs and usually last much longer.They'll also 
improve your home's Energy Performance 
Certificate (EPC) if you ever decide to sell 
or rent out your home, so they're well worth 
investing in. 

5. In rooms with lots of recessed spotlights, 
askyour electrician to zone them so each zone 
(sitting area, kitchen, dining area, etc) is on 
a different switch, which will give you more 
flexibility and control. You may also want 
dimmer switches so, again, the lighting's fully 
controllable and you don't have to sit and relax 
in bright overhead light. Another thing to 
consider is the colour of the LED bulbs 
because it will make a big difference to the 
overall effect -1 recommend warm white bulbs 
for a cosy glow.
